sippi river a thousand miles, then turn off 
and go another thousand miles up another 
river called the Ohio, and you will find 
Pittsburgh.' Wo might say more than 
that. Wo can say, with trntb, that a 
steamboat can start from the month of 
the Mississippi, and, passing up the Mis- 
souri, can travel as far a* from New York 
to Liverpool and half way back—four 
thousand six hundred miles. Tbe magni- 
tude of these great rivers and the impor- 
tance of these great inland seas, I am 
afraid, this age haa entirely forgotten. 
When I looked at our western rivers and 
mr inland seas, created by Qod, the great 
highways of commerce, I wa» disposed io 
question it. I know the world thinks 
they are forgotten things—that they are 
thought to be old-fashioned, and have 
been almost abandoned by commerce. Not 
yet, sir. They have not been forgotten; 
(bey 
cannot be iorgotten. W* hive been 


wild with railroad enterprise, and, like 
everything tlie, it has been favored for a 
time. I would not undcr-estimate to you 
the importance of these great railroad 
lines, but the people of thia nation are be- 
ginning to look, and to beginning to see 
that, if the few leading railroad linos are 
combined and condensed into four, three, 
two or even one management, we should 
bavo no other great highway, no other 
great channel of commerce, and that 
the great productions of tbe west would 
be at ita 
mercy for conveyance to 


the world. I say, not yet can these old 
rivers be forgottea. The rivers are pub- 
lic highways, they are free, any man can 
ran a boat. [Applause.] I should like 
to speak more about thu. I should like 
to point with pride to where these river* 
reach, and to what field* they bear .the 
different production!. From the Allegbe- 
niee, with their rich beds of coal and Iron, 
down the beautiful Olio, where wheat 
and corn are grown ia all their luxuri- 
ance, and from the Rooky mountains, 
whore we see kindred ttaples; on down, 
until yon see the cotton and the syrup, 
and the sugar of the far South—then up- 
on tbe great inland s*as from Doluth in 
the far West down to Buffalo, on down 
tha channels out into tha ocean, and to 
distant lands. II we should spend one 
hundred 
thousand 
dollar* a year we 


should never do justice to tbe importance 
of these great highway* of commerce over 
snoh an extended field. [Applause.] Al- 
low me, sir, to oloie with, n (ingle fact. 
It is this, that a reduction of five cents* 
hundred upon tbe cost of transportation 
of the produce in transit ia th« Wiat 
would be » saving of ten million dollars a 
year. Do away with these burden;, and 
yon give us just the righto we have want- 
ed for long years. I (ay, then, let us 
make the nation fee), and, tbe congress 
feel that tbey are the govorninp power 
over the best interest» of this whole na- 
tion, and that their influence can not bo 
exercised to the ruin and damage of the 
whole land.
